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The Polish Peace Committee has its headquarters on Foksal Street near the Kameralna 
restaurant opposite the Journalists’ Club. The chairman is Jaroslaw Iwaszkiewicz 
and members are Leopold Inf eld who is a member of the World Congress of Peace, ory^y 
Domin ik Horodynski, Ostap Dluski and some othe rs including one priest, a woman, 
etc. | | The person who decides everything 

within the organization is Dluski who is also head of the foreign division of 
the Central Committee of the United Polish Workers ’ Party and he is really very 
influential , He could be termed a back room boy. He is not very well known 
the general public although he is one of the most influential people in the ^OA\A 
country in actuality, closely cooperating with Cyrankievicz and Berman, He was 
in the USSR for a long time and is a so called Russian -educated Communist. | | 

I I he has the confidence of Moscow circles . Physically he tries to 

resemble Stalin, possessing the same type of moustache about which he is snobbish- 
ly proud. He is aged somewhere between 4$ and 50. He is responsible for all 
foreign trips xaade on behalf of the Committee. Without his consent nobody can 
go abroad and he was responsible for the postponement at the last minute of my 
contemplated visit to Berlin for the meeting of the Peace Praesidium in May 1954. 

The technique of how people are dii*ected to go abroad is quite interesting. 

Usually the delegate does not know until nearly the last moment whether he is 
going or not. His passport and visas are delivered to him at home, sometimes an 
hour or two before the departure of his train or plane, and sometimes they are 
brought directly to the railway station. All visas are arranged by the UB and 
a person supposed to travel has nothing to do with the formalities * The Polish 
Committee of Defenders of the Peace has very little to do with internal affairs. 

Only when something connected with foreign propaganda happens in Poland are they 
called upon . Generally the Committee works for abroad, using for this purpose 
all possible Polish intellectual personalities who are instructed in many things 
suitable for regime propaganda. Very often members of the Committee are informed 
that articles they have written but have never even seen have appeared in ^ocy^v 
fnrfdjzn rrress . Tn 1QS3 the Polish Committee organized a campaign to promote IA 
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
